SHOT A STUDENT 


Suppoced the Assailant Was Seeking 
Miss Hele:: Gould to Extort 
Ma. from Her. 


New York, bec, 244—What is believed 
to have been a Biackhand plot to secure 
money from Miss Helen Miller Gould re 
sulted in the death of one of Miss Gould's 
student proteges, Van Dwight Sheldon of 
New York University, from a ballet 
wound in his abdomen. As young Shetl- 
don lay dying, he used his last moments 
of conertonswess to give a description of 
the intruder to the home of Dean Chas. 
H. Snow, of the college of applied 
sciences. Miss Gould is cousin of Mrs. 
Snow,and frequently spent the night in 
the Snow house when on her way to and 
from Irvington. She called at the Snow 
home on ‘Tuesday evening, Dean Snow 
refused to state today whether or not he 
had spent the night beneath his roof. 
Her habit of doing so was comparatively 
well known. 

The first known of the shooting was 
the sound of moans coming from the cel- 
lar. Anna Topio, a Swedish cook, heard 
the moans and went to the cellar. In the 
semi darkness, she saw a squirming mas 
at her feet, she said. This frightened her 
and she ran upstairs, sereaming. This 
brought Mary Larkin, the governéss of 
the Snow children from the second floer. 
Miss Larkin hurried into the ceflar and 
found young Saeldon on the floor, hound 
hand and foot with stout cord.

Sheldon and his assailant struggled, 
and Sheldon, who is short and weighed 
little more than 100 pounds, was speedily 
overcome, He suceeded, however, in rip- 
ping offthe man's collar. The man, Shel 
don said, whipped cords out of hi pocket 
and bound him tightly, 

Sheldon said he sereamed and searched 
for help. Bu the deadensd floors of the 
house prevented him fron te 1g rd.

Edinonton’s history stands 
petted in the files of the Bulletin, Just 
pecause Edmonton today is not the Ed- 
monton of a generation ago, and because 
thescistance traversed in that time has 
beeb so great, it may not be uninteresting 
or tnprofitable to re-produce some of 
these old views. To the thousands who 
have made their homes here during 
recent years, a glimpse at the old con- 
ditione can hardly be devoid of interest:

JUST TWENTY YEARS AGO. 

Christmas of 1888 was favored with 
beautiful weather, as we gather from the 
following local in the issue of December 
20th: 

“Christmas was a beautiful day. The 
lack of sleighing was made up for as much 
as possible by extra indulgence in skating. 
The day passed quietly.’

“A peculiarity of the climate of north- 
western or more properly Central Can- 
ada, at least from the boundary to the 
northern limit of tne basin of the Saskat- 
chewan, is that it varies very little through 
out that area in cither summer or winter 
temperatures, or in snow fall. In eastern 
Canada a difference of a few miles fre- 
quently makes the difference between 
driving over the tops of fences in slieghs 
and: being compelledgto use wheels on 
muddy roads. fh this the most northerly 
agrieultural settlement on the continent 
thefe has not yet been enough snow for 
sleighing, there have been no storms and 
there has been little or no zero weather, 
and) this is almost equally the case over 
the whole extent of the country mentioned 
Those who know that a difference of fifty 
miles in latitude in Ontario makes such a 
serious difference of climate as it does 
there, cannot believe but that the 200 


miles that the Saskatchewan is north of} 


the railway line must. give it a much 
more severe climate in winter and more 
uncertain in swamer than the region 
along the line is possessed of, while the 
fact is that the diflerence if any is as often 
in favor of the Saskatchewan as against 
it. What the Saskatchewan loses on ac- 
count of higher lattitude it gains on 
account of lower clevation and more 
shelter, and in many cases the gain is 
greater than the loss,”’ 

Another item say: 

“Pdmonton enjoyed winter weather 
similar to that of (his season throughout 
the winter of 1877-8 and during the early 
part of that of 1881-2. The hiter part 
of the last-mentioned season was also 
mild, but there was sufficient snow for 
slieghing.”’
